Lions give food 
bank clients 
new wheels

The Didsbury Lions Club could start shuttling the hungry 
to the Mountain View Food Bank each Tiiesday if the need is 
great enough. 

They suspect it is. 

The food bank has handed out 160 hampers to people in 
the Didsbury area since January, up from 92 during the same 
time in 2009 - a 74 per cent spike. And while most people 
have been able to find a ride to Olds to pick up the baskets, 
there are the occasional few who’ve had to have the food 
delivered or ask for a ride from others in the community. 

“The Mountain View Food Bank is open to everyone in this 
area and yet we hear it’s not always accessible for people 
beyond Olds," said Maurice Buffel, a Lions Club member. 

“We want to fill that need, whatever it is.” 

The Lions put an advertisement in the paper last week, 
hoping to gauge how many would use the shuttle service to 
Olds. It would be free in the interim and funded later through 
a transportation grant. 

Colin Creighton, pastor at the Zion Evangelical Missionary 
Church has been offering to drive residents to the food bank 
for three years and applauds the Lions for considering the 
bus service. 

“We would definitely encourage people to utilize it... and 
I think the need for something like this is growing.” 

Three years ago when t he church first offered to drive peo¬ 
ple to the food bank, few used the service. Most people had 
already arranged rides with family or friends. But the need 
for charity seems to have picked up. 

The benevolent or Good Samaritan money at the church 
was requested by 33 to 34 people over a span of three 
months; this year the church Ls getting that many each week. 
It’s “shocking” Creighton said. 

“I think the economy is still affecting people out there - 
they are facing eviction because they can’t afford rent or 
don’t have enough groceries in the house after losing their 
job - and they are turning to us to help in this difficult time.” 

Creighton has driven an average of one family a month to 
the food bank. 

Fred Hansen, a director of the Mountain View Foot! Bank, 
isn’t sure what the uptake will be for the Lions’ bus service 
but believes two to three people could hop on each Tuesday 

The Didsbury resident has also taken people to the food 
bank and says there could be others who require help but 
aren’t sure who to ask. 

“People who don’t own cars have until 2 p.m. to find some¬ 
one to take them into Olds and that isn’t always possible. It 
would be nice to have something more consistent for peo¬ 
ple," he said. 

The Didsbury Lions Club has been shuttling seniors 
throughout town for the last 30 years but Ls reconsidering 
who they offer the bus to. 

It costs $20,000 each year to run the elderly to local clin¬ 
ics, shops and recreation programs. Passengers pay a $3 
rider fee to contribute about $5,000 - not nearly enough to 
cover the cost of operating the bus. The club, which averages 
15 passengers a week, is now looking to other community 
groups to help fill the funding gap 

They have rebranded the han<li-bus to a “community shut¬ 
tle" and plan to take on seniors, as well as parents, teens and 
tots. 

This latest move to take people to the food bank Ls a pilot 
project that could win transportation funding from Alberta 
Lotteries.

Didsbury hosts art series

“The people who are supposed to help 
us aren’t. So there was definitely a hollow 
there that needed to be filled,” Anthony 
said. 

“And we didn’t want to sit around and 
wait for someone to fill it. So we - White 
Raven, Gilded Gallery and Shorthorn Art 
Studio - got together to do this open 
house. If it brings more business to our 
stores that’s great, hut we think it will help 
other places downtown too.” 

Over 500 people from across the 
province were given invitations to 
Saturday’s open house at trade fairs and 
craft shows, though anyone can join in the 
event, said Diana Steer, owner of 
Shorthorn Art Studio. 

“This is something new we are trying 
out to generate awareness about what 
we offer in Didsbury ... it should be 
fun.” 

Steer will have art demonstrations at her 
supply shop on 20th Street, while Bill 
Anthony shows people how to cut glass. 
Gilded Gallery and White Raven will have 
several artists on hand to talk about their 
work, including Dee Poisson, Lody Van 
Den Berg and Bob Wilkins. 

The free event runs from 11 a.m. to 4 
p.m. 

If it goes well, the group could host an 
‘artisan day’, where artists can show off 
their wares and do their own demonstra¬ 
tions. 


Didsbury storeowners are hoping to 
paint this town as an artisan community - 
beginning with this Saturday’s Arts of 
Didsbury showcase. 

Four art stores have banded together to 
host a series of open houses, highlighting 
the area’s artists and works. It is just the 
first part of a new campaign, geared 
towards helping Didsbury gain a reputa¬ 
tion as an arts community. 

“We want to promote this town for its 
artists, to give people a reason to come 
here and once they are in Didsbury they 
can see what else we have to offer,” said 
Bill Anthony, owner of Unique Stained 
Glass. 

“Right now everyone is doing their own 
thing and I think we realized in order to be 
successful at promoting our stores and our 
crafts, we need to work together, cross- 
promote, and publicize this area.” 

Anthony said the arts has taken a hit this 
year with dismal sales in January and 
February and little is being done to help 
sales improve. In the last two months he 
hasn’t seen more than 25 people trickle 
into his downtown store. 

It doesn’t help that the Town of Didsbury 
and Chamber of Commerce seem to be 
short on dollars and focused on long-term 
development.

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New twist on mission trip 

Children don 't play in the Dominican Republic, they teach

A trip to the Dominican Republic held an unexpected 
twist for 14 youngsters. 

They were pulled out of class last month to help their 
parents run a vacation Bible camp in Monti- Cristi but 
wound up teaching at a public school instead. 

“It wasn’t at all what we expected ... hut maybe it 
worked out for the best," said Ben Christianson, 11. 

“We helped out a lot of poor kids." 

Parents and children as young as five, who went on 
the trip to the Dominican hist April were supposed to 
work with nearly 40 youth at Orphanage Outreach. 
Their assignment changed when they arrived. 

They had to teach over 75 children in the community’s 
public schools how to speak English. 

It was a daunting task, said Brian Christianson, par¬ 
ent. 

No one knew how to control a classroom let alone 
teach a squirming class of Spanish-speaking youth. And 
if that wasn’t enough, many of the teachers treated (la¬ 
vish as a break. 

“As soon as we got there, the teachers were gone. 
They left us to the wolves. Their classrooms aren’t like 
ours - fairly organized with a level of discipline - the 
kids are everywhere,” Christianson said. 

On the first day, students from kindergarten to Grade 
4, rushed up to the youngsters from Didsbury and Olds 
and “mauled” them as they tried to reach out and touch 
the newcomers’ hair. 

“It was pretty scary for our kids. They were very upset 
and crying ... they didn’t want to go back into the 
schools after that. But we got them to go and things 
changed the more often they visited,” Christianson said. 

Robin Sears, an Olds resident who took her three 
children on the mission trip, said she was glad they 
ended up in public schools instead of the orphanage. 
The charges at the orphanage were well cared for. They 
had basketball and volleyball courts, food and clothes 
- things a lot of the children in the community didn’t 
have. 


“They were quite a bit poorer with not a whole lot of 
resources so I felt we had a bigger impact (at the 
schools),” she said. 

The point of the trip was to involve children and let 
them see how less fortunate families in other countries 
live, while introducing them to a new culture. And they 
did do that. 

The 14 visiting children saw a different education 
system, where the students only go to school three 
hours a day and reach the Grade 5 level. 

It made them “grateful for what they have at home" 
hut the trip also had the youngsters thinking about 
what makes them happy. 

“Here were these kids, living in obvious poverty 
with tattered clothes and they had these huge smiles 
on their faces. Our children wondered how this could 
be. They thought of all the things they had at home, 
the toys and equipment, and began to wonder what 
makes them truly happy," Sears said. 

“It’s a lot to think about.” 

The group also took over four suitcases of dona¬ 
tions from the Olds and Didsbury area with school 
equipment, food, clothes and medical supplies. 
Horizon School in Olds and Didsbury’s Zion 
Evangelical Missionary Church helped to gather the 
materials. 

Donations were scattered throughout the orphanage 
and community. A doctor loaded the medical supplies 
into his truck and brought it across the border in Haiti, 
where people are still recovering from the 7.0 magni¬ 
tude quake in January. 

It was a rewarding trip, add Christianson and Sears. 
Though neither parent intends to head back to the coun¬ 
try soon. 

That may change if Ben Christianson and Janaye Sears, 
11, have anything to say about it. 

“I’d like to go back. I think now that we have the hang 
of teaching and all that, we’d know what to expect," 
Janaye said. 

“And it was really fun to play with all the kids. We went 
to the beach and played some basketball, which they are 


really, really good at. 


Didsbury author pens first book

Didsbury’s Beth Wiens is gearing up to 
write a sequel, one month after publishing 
her new book, Bringing Them Home. 

“What can I say? This has been a really 
exciting experience and I want to continue 
on with the story," said the first-time author. 

Five years and several rejections later, 
OakTara Publishing picked up her original 
script and put the hook into mass produc¬ 
tion. It appeared in Alberta bookstores and 
online last March. 

The story follows parents, David and 
Cassy, who turn to home-schooling after 
realizing the public system isn’t working for 
their four young children. Nine-year-old 
Nicole has her religious beliefs challenged 
by her Grade 4 teacher, while Jeremy, 8, is 
teased for struggling to read. 

Making the switch to home education isn’t 


only are their ideas of learning turned upside down but 
David and Cassy’s decision to teach their children is chal¬ 
lenged by their friends and family. 

“The story is a fun fiction but it goes 
through all the basics people need to know 
about home-schooling. It talks about issues 
people can go through, especially when 
starting out,” Wiens said. 

“People don’t always understand why 
parents choose home-schooling and usual¬ 
ly ask a lot of questions ... like do kids get 
the same socialization. This book goes 
through all of that.” 

Wiens has been home-schooling her four 
daughters for the last 14 years, to get more 
involved in her family’s lives and educa¬ 
tion. She is a strong advocate for home 
learning and “had a heart” to share her 
message with other families through the 
written word.

False alarms trigger new bylaw

Strict penalties could be in store as the town tries to 
manage a growing number of false alarms being tripped in 
this community. 

Police responded to 84 bogus alarms at businesses and 
homes last year and 77 in 2008. 

Fifty-eight of those alarms were from businesses and 11 
rang out more than once, read a false alarm report given 
to council last week. 

An unnamed business in town rang eight times. 

Residence alarms were tripped less often, with 20 in 
2009. Police responded to three residences more than 
once and one residence had two false alarms over the 
year. 

The local detachment reacts to every call, although 9!i 
per cent arc- usually false said RUMP Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 


“We are seeing an increase in alarms but there is no 
increase in our resources ... so when it’s false, it takes us 
away from more important calls," Jacobson said. 

That w as a concern for councillors, who asked adminis¬ 
tration to craft a new bylaw. It could mean fines for 
alarms that go off more than once a year. 

“I saw this issue in Calgary. There were all these ware¬ 
house's and ... when they first put in motion detectors 
they'd close their door at night and turn on the alarm, 
birds would fly and alarms would go off,” said Ernie 
Ryckntan, councillor. 

“Finally a bylaw or police regulation - I’m not sure 
which - passed so that you got one warning before the 
fines started and then, police had the right not to respond 
at all. It solved the problem.” 

A bylaw gives the law “teeth” to deal with homes and 
businesses not taking responsibility for their bogus 
alarms, lie added.

Alberta Health Act, identifying policy issues the 

government needs to address and providing advice 
on the new legislation. 

The government says the new act will bring 
together more than 30 separate pieces of health 
legislation and more than 100 regulations, and will 
have common definitions to help funding, care and 
resources ‘follow the patient rather than the facili- 


As part of the consultation process, the 
province’s 12 health advisory councils will host a 
series of community consultations seeking input 
into the AHA. 

While many residents, including right here in 
West Central Alberta, will no doubt have something 
to say about the future of health care and will be 
Imping that their suggestions will be given some 
weight, whether the government will take the pub¬ 
lic input to heart remains anyone’s guess. 

“This consultation process is an opportunity for 
Albertans to have a meaningful say regarding how 
to implement the recommendations of the 
Minister’s Advisory Committee on Health,” said 
Minister of Health and Wellness Gene Zwozkesky. 

The consultations will result in a report being 
made to the government in the fall. 

The Alberta Union of Provincial Employees is 
calling on Albertans to use the consultation 
process as an opportunity to insist the Stelmach 
government adhere to the Canada Health Act. 

Specifically, the AUPE says the government 
should commit itself at the start of the consultation 
process to maintaining publicly funded health care. 

“Albertans themselves need to make it crystal 
clear to the government that they do not want to 
see changes that will allow two-tier health care, 
and that they will hold the government to account 
for what it does after the committee it has hand¬ 
picked to study these questions in the fall,” said 
AUPE president Guy Smith. 

The opposition parties have made similar calls 
for support of publicly funded health-care, regard¬ 
less of the outcome of the consultation process. 

While the controversy and debate over two-tier 
health care has cooled down over the past number 
of months, this new consultation process promises 
to put health care rigid back on the public agenda 

And since this process involves one of the most 
important pieces of health legislation put forward 
in Alherta for many years, public input in a broad 
and general sense is certainly needed. 

Hopefully residents will take the time and make 
the effort to have their say on this important issue 
over the next five months. And also hopefully the 
government, now halfway through its mandate, 
will take the advice being offered to heart.

Funding cuts target womens’ services 


Check the mandates of women’s groups suffering fund¬ 
ing cuts. It's obvious funding is determined by meeting 
the criteria of government goals. What is worse, the 
Harper government is cutting funding at the heart of 
women’s organizations, the structure where research 
takes place, and resulting information utilized by grass¬ 
roots organizations to run more efficiently, be able to 
give timely and relevant information to women, and to 
engage/infomi women at the grassroot levels, the prob¬ 
lems experienced in the local area, both rural and urban. 

It's going to harm women's shelters big time. Shelters 
do not have the time or the money to provide services 
that require research to first determine, then formulate a 
plan to tackle the problems that are affecting women 
locally. 

The Harper government claims there will be more 
money for the shelters, but the money will surely go to 
running the shelter, providing food, transportation, that 
currently are covered by fundraising and local dona¬ 
tions, over and above the provincial and federal funding. 


Women sitting in a shelter need timely and relevant 
information. In many cases, both levels of government 
provide general information that does little to help the 
woman to move from an unsafe environment to a safe 
environment. The women need detailed information, not 
general information. Information that gives step-by-step 
directions, to navigate government services, which can 
be a nightmare in itself. Let’s not forget the legal infor¬ 
mation, that can become a vehicle to empowerment for 
the women. 

Who is next? What segment of the population will be 
targeted? Will it be the John Howard Societies? The 
national literacy organizations? Or will the senior pen¬ 
sioners be targeted, like the seniors in Greece who can 
look forward to decreases in their pension cheques, to 
help out in paying for the policy blunders of the govern¬ 
ment?

It was a reunion of 
sorts Saturday as car 
enthusiasts gathered in 
Didsbury to show off 
their machines. 

Over 250 entrants lined 
up along Main Street and 
19th Avenue - many of 
whom have come back 
year after year to catch a 
glimpse of their col¬ 
leagues’ new work and 
display their own. 

Didsbury’s Roscoe 
Plontke rumbled into his 
parking space with a 2000 
Lamborghini Diablo. It 
took him three years to 
build the car’s frame and 
upholster the interior. 
Finally he had something 
to reveal, he said. 

The car drew one of the 
largest crowds of the day. 

About 800 people 
toured downtown for the 
18th annual Didsbury 
Show n’ Shine. There 
were modern sports cars 
to original trucks. Food 
was flipped at the 
Didsbury Train Station, 
while Didsbury’s boy 
scouts washed down cars 
at the recreation com¬ 
plex. 

“It was a great show," 
said Lenn Smith, who dis¬ 
played his original 1928 
Model A Fordor. 

Smith is a former 
organizer who helped 
start up the show nearly 
two decades ago and said 
it continues to draw in 
healthy crowds and good 
business for stores down¬ 
town. 

“People not only get to 
see cars in old downtown 
but they can do a little 
shopping and see what 
this community is all 
about," he said. 

“1 know of several peo¬ 
ple who came to this 
show, saw Didsbury for 
the first time and recog¬ 
nized it as a place to come 
back to or even live.” 

The Didsbury Show n’ 
Shine started 18 years 
ago after the Chamber of 
Commerce requested a 
hot rod show to draw in 
people for a Friday mid¬ 
night shopping event. The 
event was later moved to 
Saturday. 

“At one point organizers 
had enough of all this and 
were going to shut the 
event down but there was 
a huge outcry from mer¬ 
chants - who said no way. 
This is one of the largest 
draws to gel people from 
out of town to the area," 
Smith said. 

“And look today - you 
have a phenomenal crowd 


... as far as the eye can 
see and businesses are 
just reaping the rewards." 

President of the 
Didsbury Show n’ Shine, 
Grant Svendsen said the 
committee is very 
pleased with this year’s 
turnout. People came 
from Calgary, Three Hills 
and Edmonton - and as 
far as Houston, Texas to 
show a “good variety" of 
machines. 

They had nothing but 
good things to say about 
the atmosphere of down¬ 
town. 

“Maip Street is where 
cruise nights happened 
years ago ... so this is the 
perfect backdrop for all 
these cars. There’s an old 
and natural charm about 
the street," Svendsen 
said. 

Over $2,000 was raised 
for the Mountain View 
Food Bank and a pickup 
truck full of non-perish¬ 
able food collected. The 
cost of entering the show 
was a donation. 

Three cars won people’s 
choice awards on 
Saturday. Calvin Traub of 
Calgary took a trophy for 
his 1923 Ford Coup, while 
Didsbury’s Donna Leeson 
won for her 1957 Nash 
Metropolitan and 

Jeanette Dezall of Spruce 
View for her 1949 
Chevrolet 1300 pickup. 

Dave Thibodeau, from 
Calgary won the Mayor’s 
Choice award for his 1951 
Mercury and Tery and 
Lorainna Plester took the 
long distance award for 
bringing their 1969 
Plymouth Barracuda up 
from Houston, Texas. 

The Didsbury Show n’ 
Shine committee also 
gave out a hard luck 
award. Usually it’s for a 
driver whose car breaks 
down on the highway nr 
experiences mechanical 
troubles, but this year a 
new kind of winner 
emerged. 

An unnamed driver felt 
sick after a breakfast stop 
on the way to Didsbury. 
Organizers had to rush 
him to the hospital, where 
he missed the show. 

“Now that’s what we 
call hard luck," Svendsen 
said.

Good wrap 

Bruce Weese gaining 
reputation in race world

Bruce Weese strips the 
hacking-from t* piece of 
;3M vinyl and lays it on a 
roadster, carefully 

smoothing out the edges 
with a squeegee until the 
material looks airbrushed 
onto the machine. 

The devil is in the detail. 

Weese started putting 
vinyl onto machines in his 
Didsbury shop almost 
three years ago and is 
already gaining a reputa¬ 
tion among Canada’s race 
car drivers as a talented 
body wrapper. 

He can take a body in 
any state - decals on, 
decals off, painted or 
stripped - and transform 
it into a hold, colourful 
car in two days. 

“The hardest part is the 
design. People come in 
with a basic idea. They 
want a certain colour or 
flames or skulls and I 
have to create something 


to match that vision,” said 
Weese, owner of Snappy’s 
graphics. 

He strips decals off the 
cars. Any blemishes or 
outlines will show up 
beneath the vinyl. 
Graphics are printed onto 
the material and laminat¬ 
ed to last before Weese 
drapes it over the cowl 
and then the sides of the 
race car. Air bubbles and 
creases are smoothed 
with a squeegee until the 
vinyl is seamless. It can be 
painstaking work, he said. 

“Racers aren’t going to 
settle for a sloppy job so 
we really go over every¬ 
thing very carefully,” he 
said. 

It’s the attention to 
detail that drew the eye of 
Calgary racer and NHRA 
Hot Rod Heritage Racing 
winner, Jirka Kaplan, who 
wrapped his 1963 
Corvette and most recent¬ 
ly, Sylvan Lake’s Ken 
Webster. 

Webster, formerly a 
funny car driver for 



Synoil’s 


also known 
in the racing 
world as Big Fat Daddy 
Wrapper - to outfit 14 
vehicles. It’s considered 
one of the largest body 
wraps for a private team 
in the country. 

“I’ve raced through 23 
states (in America) and 
throughout Canada and 
the biggest private team 
had three or four cars - so 
yeah, I’d say this is pretty 
big. I didn’t think I’d be 
doing it all at one time, 
but here I am,” Webster 
said. 

Webster is hitting the 
track with his family 


this year - including his 
22-year-old and 16-year- 
old sons - and wants them 
to look like a professional 
race team. 

His daughter plans to 
join the trio on the circuit 
next year, when she turns 
eight. 

“I want people to spot 
us on the track and know 
we belong to the same 
team. So these cars will 
have different colours hut 
the same design element,” 
he said. 

Webster has never used 


vinyl on his 
dragsters, always 
opting for paint. But this 
seems to be the trend, he 
said. 

Body wrapping allows 
for extravagant designs - 
anything that can be cre¬ 
ated on a computer can be 
put on a car. Vinyl is also 
removable to allow racers 
to switch appearances or 
sponsors week to week. 

And it’s not just about 
looks. Aerodynamics fig¬ 
ure into this too, Webster 
said. 

Most body wraps weigh 
anywhere from 9 to 18 
pounds and don’t build up

over time like paint can. 

Outfitting a dragster 
costs about $4,000. This 
contract with Webster, 
which includes six drag¬ 
sters, three pit vehicles 
and a roadster, will be 
worth upwards of $50,000. 

It’s a feather in the cap 
of Big Fat Daddy Wrapper 
who hopes this job will 
carve a niche for his shop 
in the race car circuit - or 
bring in new customers. 

“1 have always said I can 
wrap just about anything, 
so I’d like to try doing 
some corporate buildings 
in Calgary or a helicopter 
... those are next on my 
list,” he said.

Krebs brought the 
Westerdale team to provin¬ 
cials last year and still has 
hopes the rural team will 
get started again in 2011. In 
the meantime his focus is 
on creating a solid team in 
Didsbury. 

“There are a lot of new 
players - kids who have 
never played before. We 
are starting from scratch 
but they seem to be learn¬ 
ing real quick,” he said. 

The association gained 
three other coaches for the 
T-ball league. 

This year brought other 
changes to the association, 
including a $10 registration 
hike. 

The increased fee is a 
result of a decision by the 
Town of Didsbury to start a 
new user-rate system for 
Memorial Park this season. 
The association is now 
billed $100 for each regis¬ 
tered team and $200 for any 
tournaments held. Costs 
will cover maintenance for 
the fields, year round. 


It was considered an 
“unfair" move last October 
that could make the sport 
unaffordable for large fam¬ 
ilies. 

The association says it’s 
tried to keep registration 
costs low and has moved 
on from the issue, although 
the user rate remains a bit¬ 
ter pill to swallow. 

“Most towns seem to 
charge a lump sum to use 
the diamond for a couple 
months but Didsbury is 
charging us for each team. 
It still doesn’t make any 
sense to us,” Geist said. 

The town offered to help 
if fees became a problem 
with aid through 
Neighborhood Place or 
FCSS, “but the only thing 
they did was give us a web¬ 
site to get funding from 
and we don’t qualify for 
that because we aren’t a 
registered society,” Geist 
said. 

“We just had to work 
around these new fees our¬ 
selves.”
